Gunpowder has steadily developed as 


mechanical skill constructed better anc 
better weapons in which to use it, nn 
until today it has reached a perfection 
of manufacture for various purposes 
•which allows its effects to be foretol 
in any weapon, even to the time it takee 
a grain to burn and to the distance i 
will drive a shot. 


Roger Bacon's gunpowder was mad 


of saltpeter, sulphur and charcoal. Salt 
peter is chemically called niter and is a 
natural product found bedded in tbj 
earth in different parts of the world 
chiefly in India and China. Sulphur 
too, is found in a natural state in man; 
volcanic countries, liko Sicily, while 
as is well known, charcoal is made from 
wood or woody substances by heating 
them almost to a burning heat in ai 
airtight vessel, thus driving off every 
thing in them tut carbon. 


Saltpeter, sulphur and charcoal are 


still tho only ingredients of the gun 
powder in common use, although a new 
gunpowder made of different materials 
is undergoing successful experiment. A 
mixture of saltpeter and charcoal al 
would form an explosive, and sulphui 
is added chiefly to make it plastic or 
capable of being pressed into cakes ant 
shapes. All three ingredients have to be 
purified by the most careful chemical 
skill before they are combined. Then 
an exact proportion of each has to be 
measured out according to tho kind ol 
powder to be made. 


For the gunpowder generally iised yon 


would find in every 100 pounds, if you 
could separate the ingredients, 75 
pounds of saltpeter, 15 pounds of char- 
coal and 10 pounds of sulphur, but it 
would be almost impossible to separate 
the ingredients, for they are not merely 
mixed together as you might mix pop- 
per and salt, but they are ground and 
rolled and stirred and pressed together 
by special machines until they are al 
most sufficiently united to form a sin- 
gle new substance. 


This mixing process is called tritn- 


ration, and the powder is thus made 
into the form of big Hat cakes, called 
press cakes, and then broken up and 
screened into grains of special sizes, or 
ground to tho fine powder used for shot- 
guns and revolvers. Tho large grained 
lowders are still further stirred together 
until the grains become highly glazed, 
and those are, called ciainon powders. A 
"ighted match may bo held to a grain of 
:annon powder and it will be found al- 
most impossible to set it on fire, but 
race ignited it flashes off very suddenly 
,nd violently.—Lieutenant John M. 
Dllicott in St. Nicholas.

He Culla Tlturstoii to Task for False

SenatorThurstou of Nebraska, who is 


uosv in the employ of the gold men, in 
a speech at Madison, Wisconsin, said 
that Biyun pievsous to his nomination 
had been employed by the silver ring 
and that he stood ready to prove that 
tho bonanza syndicate had employed 
and paid many of the leading advocates 
of silver. Senator Stewart was shown 
the statement of the Nebraska Senator 
and as he read he grew white with in- 
dignation. 


"It is a 
lie; I know it to be false, 


and what is more, I believe Senator 
Thurston knew it to be when he said 
it," was his vigorous comment. "Bat 
wait a minute. The slander must be 
met with the same directness with 
which it has been put forth.

The Senator sat down at his desk and

I say as an 


American citizen, having at heart the 


relfare of the people, that a man pos- 
ng as ail advocate of the down-trodden 
masses of his countrymen, holding a 


rown of thorns' in one hand and the 
ugaboo ' cross of gold' in the other, 
wes it as a duty to every man, woman 
nd child in this country to say whether 
t is true. I do say, my countrymen, I 
know whereof I speak, that for three 


ears and a half, without regard to

'here is no silver bonanza organization 
r any other organization of silver 
mine owners contributing money to the 
ause of silver, and if there has been 
ny one employed to make speeches 
or silver I am totally icnorant of the 
act. I do not believe it is true, and cio 
ot believe 7011 can name a man who 
as been so employed. If you_know 
acts give us the names. As to contri- 
utions for the circulation of silver 
itorature, they have been small, and 
hoy have been paid to the American 
Jimetallic League up to within the 
ast few months, since which time con- 
ributions have been made to the 
American Bimetallic Union. 
These 


jontributions have come from all sec- 
ions of the country alike. These or 
gduizations can account for all money 
'eceived and tho use made of it. 


"But the gravity of your statement 


s the charge that Mr. Bryan has been 
mployed by silver mine owners to ad- 
vocate in speeches the cause of silver, 


have every reason to believe that this 


3 barge is absolutely false and a gross 
lander, and I call upon you to sub- 
stantiate the charge by proof, or with- 
draw it at onoe. The commercial press 
ias falsely declared that the silver 
movement was sustained by 'silver 
aarons' and by large contributions oi 
money from silver mine owners. 
It 


may be that your information is from 
hat source and that you have no other 
3ut that kind of proof will not do 
The cnarge is false and you have made 
it your own relponsibility, and the 
country will not be satisfied without 
clear proof or the withdrawal of the 
slander. You may mock at the poverty 
of the silverites, as the gold press is in 
the habit of doing, but you shall not 
slander them with imputations.

Tfce AlMce-Lornine Troable. 


There can be no doubt that the an- 


nraption of Alsace-Lorraine baa been 
the fundamental cause of European dis- 
turbance and apprehension during the 
last 25 years. Cynics may scoff at sen- 
timent, but the predominant feeling of 
a great nation counts for something, if 
not everything, in calculations for the 
preservation of peace. There are justi- 
fiable and unjustifiable causes of war. 
The difference between jingoism and 
patriotism is that jinogism will go to 
war whether for a good or a bad cause, 
while patriotism will only undertake it 
for a good cause. It is a huge blunder 
to impose terms of peace fundamentally 
unjust, leaving a grievance that enlists 
an evergrowing sympathy. Generosity 
and forbearance toward a vanquished 
enemy, especially if that enemy bo a 
great nation, is the best policy. 


Germany acted on thia principle after 


she had defeated Austria in 1866. She 
did not take an inch of territory, and 
sho left no permanent sore of wounded 
patriotism. It was, therefore, possible 
to moke an ally of Austria, and she be- 
came one. Unfortunately, after her con- 
quest of France, she committed the 
blunder of annexing French territory. 
Tho military experts were called in to 
declare that this was a strategical ne- 
cessity, and, leaving aside the question 
of inhabitants declared to be of German 
origin, but who were devoted to France, 
some 600,000 pure Frenchmen in Lor- 
raine were passed under the German 
yoke. Annexations are only successful 
when the victims belong to small coun- 
tries, such aa Poland or Denmark. 
France is a powerful enough nation to 
resent and ultimately to revenge or to 
remedy the wrong. She bides her time. 
There is only one permanent sentiment 
which unites all parties in France, that 
is the desire to recover Alsace-Lorraine.

The to o counters are experts, and they 


work with great rapidity and steadiness, 
keeping pineapples going all the time. 
Each man picks up two pineapples at a 
time, one with each hand, and gives 
them a toss into the truck, both men 
counting as they go along, one after an- 
other, "one," "two,""three,""four," 
"five," and so on up, each count mean- 
ing two pineapples. When they strike 
"one hundred," the tallyman makes a 
straight chalk mark on the end of the 
truck; that stands for 200 pineapples. 
While he is making the chalk mark the 
other counter keeps right on, and ho may 
have got up to "two" or "three" again, 
for it takes a second or two to make the 
chalk mark, but by that tune the tally- 
man is at it again chiming in rath 
"four," and away they go together 
ajiain, counting up rapidly toward ati- 
othfr hundred. If a man on the load 
finciM a tpcjked pine, he drops it over 
the .1.0 of the truck into a basket that 
stui.ds there, and says: "Oneout." The

Dickens down on that summer's day in 
18701 Rich, happy, universally honored, 
rejoicing in his prosperity and in his 
power of giving pleasure to others, he 
worked faithfully to the last Toward 
the close of his life his labors as a nov- 
elist had been somewhat interrupted, 
and from 1861, when "Great Expecta- 
tions" was completed, until 1870 only 
one novel had come from his busy pen, 
and that not one of the best But in 
that latter year (or, rather, in the close 
of 1869), after months of the most un- 
tinug exertions, traveling, lecturing 
and reading, he turned again to his true 
vocation and began' 'The Mystery of 
Edwin Drood.'' 


There is no trace of fatigue in it, no 


sign of lessening vitclilr. Ho was •« ork- 
ing on the ground that he had made his 
own and he was happy in his work. On 
the morning of 'he 8lh of Jiuie, 1870, 
he had been writing in the little chalet 
in the grounds of his house, at Gads 
Hill, writing cheerfully, hopefully. 
Contrary to his usual custom he had re- 
sumed work after luncheon, and con- 
tinued through tho greater part of the 
at h moon. Then he walked back to the 
house he was never again to leave alive* 


He had rnade.au appointment with a 


friend in London for the following day, 
but it was never kept. By the evening 
of tho 9th he wns dead, leaving "The 
Mysteiy of Edwin Drood" a mystery 
still, though one, it may be, that does 
not need much unraveling.—Macmil- 
lan's Magazine. 


Some Gigantic Cryitali. 


If you are a fancier of mineral speci- 


mens, yon probably treasure one or more 
three or four inch crystals and fondly 
imagine that they are of unusual size. 
As common cabinet specimens go, they 
are certainly large enough, bnt as com- 
pared with real large mineral crystals 
they are as a mouse compared with an 
elephant. At the town of Grafton, N. 
H., they find the largest crystals known 
to the geologists and mineralogists. 
How large do yon suppose these giants 
are? One, two or three feet long? Well, 
I guess so. A single specimen from that 
locality taken to Boston and deposited 
in the museum of the Society of Nat- 
ural History weighed nearly 2^ tons! 
Another, found at tho same place, is the 
largest crystal in the world, so far as is 
known. It is a perfect six sided prism, 
having a circumference of 12 feet Three 
weeks' labor by two men was expended 
in exposing this giant of the mineral 
kingdom. The crystal is of beryl, and, 
according to estimates made by experi- 
enced qnarrymeu, weighs not less than 
five tons.—St. Louis Revnblia
